wuich was kept ata place called W1ittelſea, ſayes 
11is friend to him, - you do-not 'remember the 
O 1th you made juſt now ; ha, ba, ha, faieh be, 
I'te warrant you the Devil will not rroublehim+ 
ſeife with me, beſides I am ſo beavyy Friot 
be abletocarry me halfe way to the Faif, but he 
will beable co carry you to your journeys end 
{-mewhere elſe, replyed- his friend, Ile venter 
him, ſaid Mr. Leech, and ſocalled for his Horſe 
and rcok his leave of his friend, and rod ro- 
wards the Fair, he had not got above rwo miles 
from the Houſe, where he was a drinking, but 
then he b*ganto conſider of his unlawfull on 
whic 
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which he had broken, ſo. that he was excreamly 
troubled in his conſcience, that he did thinkro 
turn homewards, thus he rod yp and down all 
the day noc knowing what be did, his conſcience 
being ſo ſorely troubled at thatdamnable Oath

fGighs and groanes, the Servants very much 
grieved at the poor Mans condition, ran is, 
and acquaiaced their Miſter with the paſſage, 
he ſeeing, wirh great admitartion, this ſad f 

Ratle, immediately cauſed a Bed to be made, 
and he to be laid in ir, and to be Covered very 
warm, which accordingly was done, he being 
chas refreſhed, begam co recover his ſences, and 
there cold them che whole ftory, who he was, 
where he lived, whether te was agoing, and 
how he came there, and likewiſe deſired thar 
he might have the liberty to repeſe himſelfe a- 
nother day or rw there, which was granted by 
che good-Genrleman ,. In the mean time ſome 
of rhe Servanes of the Honſe,poiog abour ſome 
buſinefſe near two miles off from that place, by 
chance, found ſome cleaths all rorne, which 
they brought bome, ſappeſing to be his, which 
being ſhewed to him he owned, till continu- 
ing there, at laſt grew inro a Frenzy, ſo deſpe- 
rate, that they were afraid to ſtay in his Cham- 
ber, the Genrleman of the Honle asked him if 
he ſhould ſend for the Minifter ro pray by 
him, to which he made a very deſperare anſwer 
and ſaid I am paſt hi: recovery, rhe Gentleman 
very much croubled at his anſwer, ſent private- 
ly ro the Parſon of the Town, and defired him 
ro come co him preſently, che Miniſter make- 
ing what haſt he .could poſhible, came to the 
Gentlemans houſe, who up and rold him on 
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ſad accidetz, rhe Miniſter hearing this, ;defired
